Hitler's Final Ranting Was Plot 
To Perpetuate Nazi Ideology 


By ANN STRINGER 


NUERNBERG, Dec. 30.—(UP)— 
Adolf Hitler and Paul Joseph 
Goebbels spent their dying days 
in the Reichschancellery cellar 
hatching a final diabolical propa- 
ganda plot designed to perpetuate 
the Nazi war against mankind, 
their last testaménts showed Sun- 
day. 

After long deliberation, Allied 
authorities released the full text 
of Hitler’s last political testament, 
Goebbels’ appendix to that docu- 
ment, and Hitler’s personal will. 

The political testament disclosed 
that both Reichsmarshal Hermann 
Goering and Gestapo Chief Hein- 
rich Himmler rad been expelled 
from the Nazi party and their state 
posts for “secret negotiation with 
the enemy” and “illegally attempt- 
ing to seize control of the state,” 
in the dying days of Nazi Ger- 
many. 

Allied intelligence officers frank- 
ly admitted that disclosure of the 
documents would be “a terrific 
shot in the arm for remaining 
Nazis in-Germany” and said they 
would “harm the Allied cause in 


|Germany.”

New GI Bill 
May Up Taxes 
By ld Billion 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30—(UP) 
By signing the revised GI Bill of 
Rights President Truman may 
have added as much as 10 to 15 
billion dollars to the future tax 
bill. 

And that sum is just a starter 
on the overall bill for veterans’ 
benefits of World War II. The 
figure is so high Veterans’ Admin- 
istration budget experts won't 
even guess at it. 

Omar Ketchum, legislative di- 
_rector of the Veterans of Foreign | 
| Wars, said Sunday night that in 
the next 25 years World War II 
benefits may cost 100 billion dol- 
lars. 

Since the _ revolutionary War 
and through fiscal 1945, relief for 
veterans of all wars has cost 28 
billion dollars. The current fiscal 
year, alone, will boost this figure 
by four billion. 

Next year VA’s budget will 
jump to five billion and that fig- 
ure will be duplicated or in- 
creased the several 
years.

The World Looks to the U. 5. 


The United Nations expressed their 
faith in the United States by choosing this 
nation as the site of the permanent UNO. 
In the coming months they may have 
added reason to justify this selection. 


It will mean that the United States is 
committed to full participation in world 
security, with no weakening reservations 
such as congress imposed on our work in 
the old League of Nations. 


It will mean that the discussions of 
world problems in the United States will 
tend to make our people more interna- 
tional-minded. We lacked that, unfortu- 
nately, when previous tribunes were sit- 
ting at The Hague or at Geneva. 


The first general assembly of the UNO 
will be held Jan. 10. Already, there is 
much speculation on the choice of leaders, 
particularly the secretary-general and the 
president. Within the next few weeks we 
will read about personalities heretofore 


One Lynching Too Many 


Tuskegee Institute, which carefully 
keeps a record of lynchings in the United 
States, a duty continued across many 
years, reports that in 1945 there was one 
lynching in the United States. 


In Florida a mob, using a key to the 
jail, took a Negro farm hand out and 
lynched him. He had been accused of 
criminal assault. 


That is, comparatively, a good record. 
In 1944 there were two lynchings; in 1943 
there were three; in 1942 there were five, 
and in 1941 there were two. 


One lynching, however, is a bad rec- 
ord. The Negro was in jail. He could not 
escape the processes of law. There was 
no reason for the mob to take the law 
out of the hands of the courts, which are 


buried in the foreign news notes. For 
instance, we may become familiar with 
Lester B. (Mike) Pearson, Canadian am- 
bassador to the United States, who is a 
leading choice for secretary-general. Or, 
we might know more about Paul-Henry 
Spaak, of Belgium, who is being mentioned 
both as secretary-general and as president, 
or E. N. Van Kleffens, of the Netherlands, 
who is considered a strong candidate for 
secretary-general. Outstanding candidates 
for president of UNO assembly include 
Trygve Lie, of Norway; Jan Masaryk, of 
Czechoslovakia, and Dr. Herbert V. Evatt, 
of Australia. 


The Americans’ love for politics, plus 
the proximity of the UNO deliberations, 
should instill nation-wide enthusiasm in 
the assembly. If, as a result, the United 
States erases her traditional record of 
aloofness from world planning, the choice 
of the United States as the UNO site will 
have been a brilliant maneuver.

Stands Up Straighter 


“Give me your tired, your poor, 
Your huddled masses, yearning to breathe free, 
The wretched refuse of your teeming shore; 
Send these, the homeless, tempest-tossed, to me; 
I lift my lamp beside the golden door.” 


You may read that on the base of the Statue of Liberty in 
New York harbor. 

You thought of that when President Harry Truman announced 
at Christmas time that he had ordered immigration quotas to be 
filled with persons who have been driven from their homes. 

Most of the 900 refugees at Camp Oswego, in New York state, 
will be allowed to remain and be admitted under the immigration 


quotas, 


The President kept congress in mind. Obviously, too, he kept 
the individuals in mind. Some of them have been damning the 
shades of the late President Roosevelt with dire predictions the 
refugees would never return to Europe, as was the agreement at 
the time they were allowed to find asylum in this country. 

This will give them a new chance to belabor Mr. Roosevelt, and 
we may expect them to lay to with a will. Their briskets will 
swell and grow warm with self-adulation. We may expect a ringing 
“I told you so,” with a few snide allusions to foreigners. 

Mr. Truman patently made clear a few facts for the benefit 
of these persons. 

No extra persons are to be admitted. The President took pains 
to remind the senate—which adopted in its last hours before the 
holidays a’ resolution calling, in ringing terms, for the end of 
butter rationing (said rationing having been lifted a month before) 
—that he was not even asking that the quotas be liberalized. They 
are the same old quotas. 

He made it plain the plan will not cost the taxpayers a dollar; 
that nothing in it would delay the return of a single American 
soldier or his wife or child. 

All Mr. Truman did was to restrict the immigration quotas to 
those persons who are refugees. He suggested, properly, that as 
many as possible be orphaned children who could come and grow 
up in America. At the most it means only 39,000 persons per year. 

It must have made many American$ wince to know that it 
Was necessary to sell this idea with the assertion that assisting 
to relieve human misery would “not cost us a cent.” 


If the Statue of Liberty enlightening the world, in New York! 


harbor, quivered once or twice, I think I can understand. The 
reference on the base is to the golden door of hope, not to the 
golden calf. 


: This was, said the President, an opportunity for 
Opportunity the United States to set the example for the rest 
of the world in alleviating human suffering. 

It was a great and decent act by the President of a country 
which needs to be reminded, now and then, how it was settled; 
how many seeds blow from the fields of persecution and misery 
in old Europe to grow in this country; what it wrote on the base 
of its Statue of Liberty. 

It was an opportunity, and the President acted properly. Too 
often in the past we, and other nations, when confronted with a 
problem of human misery, have given it the old Bert Williams 
brush-off: 

“It’s a great opportunity for somebody— 
Somebody else—not me.” 

Not many immigrants have come into America since the war 
began in Europe. We have adhered to our quotas. Fortunately, 
the refugees were, by and large, persons of better-than-average 
intelligence and skill. Nothing dreadful has happened. A report 
has just been released by the Public Affairs Committee: 

“They have had a beneficial influence upon this country out 
of proportion to their numbers. They have had a stimulating effect 
upon the economic and cultural life of the nation. 

“In business, they have started new types of enterprises, stimu- 
lated existing ones and developed new markets. In industry, they 
have introduced new processes and produced articles hitherto 
unknown or not manufactured here. In both these fields, they 
have brought in capital and created job opportunities for Americans. 

“In the field of arts and letters, they have introduced new 
forms of expression and significant works; in drama, they have 
created many otitstanding and successful plays and motion pictures; 
in scholarship, they have extended the bounds of knowledge: in 
science, they have made important discoveries.” 

Mr. Truman’s order makes it possible to select the more desir- 
able ones—to the number of 39,000 each year. This will not “flood 
us” or “overwhelm us”; will not “take our jobs.” 

I recall a Polish girl and her mother whom I met in Tehran, 
Iran. Both now are in America. I am quite sure they will be better 
Americans and be of more genuine value to America than the 
entire membership of the K. K. K., the Paul Reveres and other 
100 percenters who, rather immodestly and without any divine fire, 
assert that God is on their side in declaring who is a good Ameri- 
can and who isn’t. I am sure the same sort of evaluation could be 
made of many others who have come to this country, knowing by 
trial of fire and death and misery how sweet and precious are 
liberty and freedom. 

I imagine the old girl in the harbor is standing a bit straighter 
and her lamp burns brighter.

Discusses the British Loan 


Without having had time to make a study of the terms of the 
proposed credits to Great Britain, beyond the information which has 
appeared in the newspapers, it is clear that the American negotia- 
tors have not granted the British all they hoped for, and have 
extracted concessions which the British were originally most 
reluctant to give. 

Although the proposed credits cannot be considered except 
in the framework of the general political and economic condition 
and situation of the world, they represent a business deal on a 
business basis. Annual payments must be made and there are no 
waiver privileges. 

But apart from business terms, there is no alternative than to 
bolster the British economy, if, first, we intend to meet our moral 
obligations, and, second, to support world economy against totali- 
tarian socialization. 

Britain’s economic crisis is the result of having, for more than 
a full year, carried the burden of the war almost alone, and most 
of the financial burden from its outbreak until lend-lease. The 
proposed loan is almost exactly equal to the sum Britain spent 
in the United States, during the period of cash-and-carry. Spe 
cifically, Britain spent 3.5 billions here, and receives now a credit 
of 3.75 billions. The rest of the 4.4 billions is an adjustment of 
lend-lease on materials already shipped to Britain during the war.

Editor Constitution: Recently I 
have returned to Atlanta for the.

One must then ask, with what countries can 
we co-operate where that argument will not be even more appli- 
cable than with the Soviet Union, which has a complete foreign 
trade monopoly managed by a single-party dictatorship which can 
also, if it likes, play politics with finances? Europe is moving toward 
at least as much Socialism as Britain, and is so impoverished and 
destroyed that it is likely to be a relief burden rather than any- 
thing else for years to come—not only because of the destructive 
ness of the war, but because of the political and economic atomiza- 
tion, to which our crazy postwar policies are notably contributing. 
This happens to be pertinent to British credits. For unless Eu- 
rope can be rationally reconstructed, both politically and economi- 
cally, Britain cannot recover even with our loans. British trade— 
essential to British economic existence—has been almost equally 
divided into three parts: (1)—With the empire and commonwealth, 
where the terms of the credits now restrict empire preference, 
(2)—with continental Europe, and (3) with the rest of the world. 
The outlook for prosperous commerce with Asia is very dark for 
the time being, and continental Europe is out of the picture alto- 
gether, and will be until policies are revised. 


It is a great mistake for the United States to believe 
that it can dragoon the social] systems of countries by 
financial blackmail, or that dependency on America—and on Ameri- 
can terms—is the only way out for the rest of the world. In ex- 
tremes all countries have alternatives to becoming financial colo 
nies or perishing. 

Germany, under Hitler, operated a barter economy at great 
advantage to herself and great disadvantage to us. There is always 
more than one way of skinning a cat. 

The Soviet Union, which has extended her totalitarian economy, 
for which barter is eminently fitted, to include Greater Poland 
with the German-Silesian industries, highly industrialized Czech- 
oslovakia, and Jugoslavia and Rumania with their rich resources, 
can offer any European country, if pushed too far, ways out, how- 
ever distasteful they may be. 

The idea of dragooning left-of-center governments, like the 
British—or the recently overthrown Italian Parri guvernment— 
rightwards by financial pressures is likely to have just the oppo- 
site effect, in the long run. Both Fascism and Communism raised 
the slogan of the have-nots against the haves, and of subservience 
to plutocratic powers. The only country that can possibly be so 
described today needs to watch its steps, and operate with vision 
and generosity beyond the ordinary counting room,

A Senator Looks at Congress 


The following article by Robert M. LaFollette Jr., Progressive, 
Wisconsin, is reprinted from the Progressive. 


The executive branch of the federal government has expanded 


and reorganized several times to meet new conditions. 


Congress has 


been struggling along, working harder than ever, with an organiza- 
tion and appropriations entirely inadequate to enable it to discharge 


its responsibilities in the complex 


It is ironical that the congress | 


should be so generous in provid- 


ing adequate staff for the execu- 
tive arm of the government, and 
yet so penurious in staffing itself 
with experts. The result is a woe- 
fully inadequate congressional 
control over departmental expen- 
ditures and policies. 

However, the deficiencies of 
congressional activity are not due 
only to lack of sufficient appro- 
priations. They go beyond that to 
the very organization of congress. 
The constantly growing body of

executive or administrative law 
has become both a necessity to the 
operation of modern government 
and a threat to the constitutional 
function of congress as the legis- 
lative policy-making branch of the 
government. 


IF CONTROL of governmental 
policy is to remain with the peo- 
ple’s elected representatives, as 
the framers of the constitution in- 
tended it should, and not drift 
into the hands of a relatively ir- 
responsible bureaucracy, congress 
will have to streamline its organ- 
ization. 

It is my conviction that reor- 
ganization and consolidation of 
the congressional committee struc- 
ture is vital to an effective 
strengthening of the legislative 
branch of the government. There 
are too many committees now 
with uncertain and overlapping 
jurisdiction. 

The senate has 33 standing com- 
mittees with 400 committee as- 
stgnments for its 96 members. In 
addition, there are usually about 
10 special committees, so that it 
is not uncommon for a senator to 
serve on six or seven committees 
simultaneously. ; 

Many of the major committees 
hold almost daily sessions for 
long periods at a time, so it fre- 
quently occurs that meetings con- 
flict and that individual senators 
must choose between two or more 
of their committees which are 
working on important legislation 
at the same time and on the same 
day. It is not uncommon, either, 
for committees to be meeting sim- 
ultaneously with sessions of the 
senate. 


THE SAME situation prevails) 


on the house side. There are 48 
standing committees of the house 
with about 950 committee seats 
for 435 members. In addition, 
there are usually five or more spe- 
cial committees. 

My own feeling is that the sen- 
ate could work more efficiently 
with 10 or 12 committees, and the 
house with 15 or 20. 

The overlapping jurisdiction of 
present committees is wasteful 
and inefficient. As many as three 
and four committees may be 
studying different aspects of the 
same problem simultaneously. 

More serious {fs the lack of leg- 
islative co-ordination that may re- 
sult from divided jurisdiction. 
For example, on a subject relating 
to certain rights of veterans, as 
many as four committees in the 
senate may have some jurisdic- 
tion.

Is American Business To Be Based on Free Competition, or Is It to 


Become Socialized, With All Activities Controlled and Regimented? 


General Motors has faced what it believes is a highly 
critical issue. It has made its decision. It is impor- 
tant that the public understand the issue. The issue at 
stake transcends the interests of General Motors. There 


is involved something far more consequential—a most 


vital principle. 


Is American business in the future, as in the 
past, to be conducted as a competitive system? 
Or is the determination of the essential eco- 
nomic factors, such as costs, prices, profits, etc., 
upon which business success and progress de- 
pend, to be made politically by some govern- 
mental agency instead of by the management 
appointed by the owners of the Ni haas for 


that pur pose? 


America is at the crossroads! It must preserve the 
freedom of each unit of American business to deter- 
mine its own destinies. Or it must transfer to some 
sovernmental bureaucracy, or agency, or to a union, 
ihe responsibility of management that has been the 
very keystone of American business. Shall this respon- 
sibility be surrendered? That is the decision the 
American people face. America must choose! 


General Motors has made its choice. It refuses 
to subscribe to what it believes will ultimately 
become, through the process of evolution, the 
death of the Ameriéan system of competitive 
enterprise. It will not participate voluntarily in 
what stands out crystal-clear at the end of the 
road—a regimented economy. If this is what the 
American people want, they must make that 
choice through their accredited representatives 
in’ congress. General Motors declines for itself 
to take such a great responsibility. 


It may be said that this is an exaggeration. It is 
not! All business questions are apaneulicnsd. Costs. 
prices, wages, profits, schedules, investments must be 
the responsibility of management. Political determi- 
nation of such relationships means regimentation. 


The idea of ability to pay, whatever its validity 
may be, is not applicable to an individual business 
within an industry as a basis for raising its wages 
beyond the going rate. 


Consider the implications of such a principle. Who 
would risk money to develop or expand a_ business 
under such circumstances? Where would be the in- 
centive to do a more efficient job? Would it be in- 


telligent to destroy the incentive for efficiency? 
Would it not be more intelligent to subscribe to the 
principle that no one should be forced to pay 
more than the going rate? Should General Motors, 
assuming it is more efficient, be required to pay 
more for materials, for transportation, for services 
or for wages than its competition? And how much 
more determined by a political governmental agency? 


Do you subscribe to the belief that you should 
pay for what you buy or the services you use 
on the basis of your financial resources? It is 
clear that this is the principle involved. 


The President of the United States has appointed a 
fact-finding board to inquire into the ‘circumstances 
involved in the demands of the UAW-CIO upon 
General Motors and to make recommendations re- 
lated thereto. General Motors stood ready to supply 
the board with all necessary data regarding wage 
rates, employees’ earnings, hours of employment, and 
all other relevant information regarding wages and 
employment. However, the board has ruled that Gen- 
eral Motors’ ability to pay will be considered as a 
factor in determining an increase in wages. This 
would require an appraisal of costs, prices, prospec- 
tive volume of business, investment factors, expenses 
and the entire forward operating program of the 
business. Thus the board would assume the most 
vital functions of management. 


General Motors is not contending that it has 
or has not the ability to pay. It always has 
paid liberal wages. It has attempted through 
protracted collective bargaining sessions to de- 
termine what is fair and equitable today. It 
has made a fair and liberal offer to the union. 


Notwithstanding the importance of re-establishing 
employment oad resuming production at the earliest 
possible moment, the ahawkh reasons have made it 
impossible for General Motors to participate in the 
proceedings of the board under the procedures as 
now established, and ‘it has therefore withdrawn from 
the hearings. It takes that position with great regret. 
But it does so in the sincere belief that this action 
is in the long-term interest of employees, consumers, 
investors, and of the public as well—and of higher 
standards for all. :
